1924 Jefferson, then a junior high school, published the first yearbook, the "Jeffersonian." It was dedicated to 
Ray K. Savage, the principal at the time. An outstanding baseball player, George Selkirk, was a member 
of the graduating class. 

1935, the Senior Annual was issued and dedicated to Miss Shelmadine and Arthur Simmons, the principal. 
Norma Page composed our Alma Mater. 

1940, David Densmore was Jefferson's principal. The yearbook was dedicated to Mr. Saxe. This year wit- 
nessed a change in our yearbook. Instead of being paper-bound, the book was bound in leather. 

1941, Arnold B. Swift became our principal. The yearbook was dedicated to Miss Hutchinson and Mr. Smith. 
Among the members of the graduating class was Berard Izzo, a famed opera singer. 

1945, the yearbook was dedicated to the 21 January graduates who fulfilled their duty to our country. Arnold 
B. Swift was principal. Carl Tandoi, famed photographer, was a graduate. 

1946, our yearbook was christened the "Statesmen." Also, the National Honor Society was introduced in 
Jefferson High. Amold B. Swift was still the principal. 

1951, the Senior class dedicated their yearbook to "Peace."' The Student Counciling Center was started. Bar- 
bara Scarcella, who is now a teacher, was a member of the graduating class. 

1953, our yearbook was dedicated to Miss Flanagan, Mrs. Rodney, and Mr. Kelly. Although we lost these 
three teachers, our principal, Arnold B. Swift, remained. This year a boys’ foods class was started. 
Thomas Nacca, All-Scholastic, was a member of the graduating class. 

1956, our yearbook is dedicated to all students. Dr. James Wishart remained as our principal and Mr. White 
came as our new vice-principal. Jefferson High became co-champion on the gridiron. Richard Giancur- 
sio, All-Scholastic, was a member of the graduating class.
